Galesburg Math 
A new traction 
line rumor of and importance to Ga es- 
burg 
and the entire western and 
northern part of Illinois comes from 
Chicago, seemingly well ¡verified, at 
least so far as preliminary plans aud 
details are concerned. 
In brief, It is to the effect tha t a 
through interurban line is to be built 
from some point on the main line of 
the 
Burlington roa d- Galesburg or 
Monmouth preferred - to Rock Islaud 
aud then across the northern tier of 
{counties to Milwaukee. 
Fa ith In the 
project will be streig thsDed by the 
sta tem ent tha t Standard Oil money is 
said to be behind the venture. 
The 
story 
of the 
contemplated 
building of the line comes from a con­ 
sulting engineer, 
employed by the 
Rockefeller interests, which, during 
the past year have been turned to­ 
ward traction projects. 
He is author­ 
ity for the Sta tem ent tha t the first 
link in the chain is now being built, 
and tha t the complete line is but a 
matter of the future. 
According to this sta tem ent the 
first link in this proposed Milwaukee 
extension is now beiugconstructed be­ 
tween Rock Fails, Dixon and Rock­ 
ford. 
He is also authority for the 
sta tem ent tha t Standard Oil money 
has financed the project« , and tha t it 
stands ready to build the whole line If 
the project appears feasible to him 
after thorough investigation.

P resident Roosevelt’s Annual m essage 
iias been delivered to congress. 
Open- 
tfng with a plea for th e co-operation of 
dll classes in continuing th e country’s 
pro sperity and in correcting existing 
jevils. for a “sq uare deal” for every* 
flxKiy, th e m essage lirst takes up th e 
» q uestion of corporations and railroad 
ra te legislation. Th e president says- 


C o r p o r a t io n « . 
I a m in no sense h ostile to corpora­ 
tions. Th is is an age of combination, 
dnd any effort to prevent all com bina­ 
tio n will be not only useless, but In th e 
» « nd vicious, because of th e contem pt 
tfor law wh ich th e failure to enforce 
0aw inevitably produces. Th e corpora­ 
tio n 1ms come to stay, ju st as th e 
{¡trades union lias come to stay. Each 
r a n do and h as done great good. Each 
sh ould be favored so long as it does 
^ood. 
But each sh ould be sh arply 
(Ch ecked wh ore it acts against law and 
•¡Justice. 
E xperience h as sh own conclusively 
¡th at it Is useless to try to get any ade­ 
q u a te regulation and supervision of 
th ese great corporations by state ac­ 
tio n, Such regulation and supervision 
¡can only bo effectively exercised by a 
{sovereign wh ose jurisdiction is coex­ 
tensive with th e tleld work of th e cor- 
» porations— th at is, by th e national gov­ 
ernm ent. 1 believe th at th is regulation 
dnd supervision can be obtained by th e 
enactm ent of law by th e congress. If 
« th is proves Impossible, it will certainly 
Ibe necessary ultim ately to confer In 
Sfullest form such pow er upon th e na- 
« tlonal governm ent by affirm ative ac- 
Knent of th e constitution. 
Th e law s of th e congress and of th e 
« evcrnl states h ith erto, as passed upon 
ffiy th e courts, h ave resulted more often 
P» sh owing th at th e states h ave no 
grower In th e m atter th an th a t th e na- 
jtlonal governm ent h as power; so th at 
th e re a t present exists a very unfortu­ 
na te condltiou of th ings, under wh ich 
(th ese great corporations doing an in­ 
te rs ta te business occupy th e position of 
su b jects w ith out a sovereign, neith er 
« any sta te governm ent nor th e national 
governm ent h aving effective control 
►over th em. Our steady aim sh ould be 
|by legislation, cautiously and carefully 
« undertaken, but resolutely persevered 
(In. to assert th e sovereignty of th e na- 
(tionai governm ent by affirm ative ac- 
;tlon. 
Th is is only in form an innovation. 
I n substance it Is merely a restoration, 
'tur from th e earliest tim e such regula­ 
tion of Industrial activities h as been 
.recognized in th e action of th e law- 
m aking bodies, and all th at I propose 
!ls to meet th e ch anged conditions In 
■such m aim er as will prevent th e com- 


jxi on w ealth abdicating th e power It h as 
» Iw uys possessed, not only in th is coun­ 
try , but also in England before and 
■since th is country becam e a separate 
tuition. 


R a i l r o a d K a t e L e g lt t la t lo u . 
As 1 said in my message of Dec. 0 
last, th e im m ediate and m ost pressing 
need so far as legislation is concerned 
is th e enactm ent into law of some 
« eh erne to secure to th e agents of th e 
governm ent such supervision and regu­ 
lation of th e rates ch arged by ttie rail­ 
roads of th e country engaged in inter­ 
sta te traffic as sh all sum m arily and ef­ 
fectively prevent th e imposition of un­ 
ju s t or unreasonable rates. 
It m ust 
include putting a com plete stop to re­ 
bat« '» iu every sh ape and form . 
Th is 
po w er to regulate rates, like all sim ilar 
pow ers over th« > business world, sh ould 
be exercised w ith m oderation, caution 
¿and self restraint, but it sh ould exist, 
*o th a t it can be effectively exercised 
wh en th e need arises. 
In my judgm ent, th e most ii. portaut 
provision wh ich such law sh ould con­ 
tain is th at conferring upon som e com­ 
petent adm inistrative body th e power 
to decide upon th e case being brough t 
before it w h eth er a given rate pre­ 
scribed by a railroad is reasonable and 
Just, and if it is found to be unreason­ 
able and unjust th en, after full investi­ 
gation uf th e com plaint, to prescribe 
th e lim it of rate beyond wh ich it sh all 
not be lawful to go—th e maxim um 
reasonable rate, us it is commonly call­ 
ed— tbis decision to go into effect w ith ­ 
in a reasonable tim e and to obtain 
from th ence onw ard, subject to review 
by tlie courts. 
It som etim es h appens a t present, not 
th a t a rate is too h igh , but th at a fa­ 
vored sh ipper is given too low a rate. 
Iu such case th e commission would 
h ave th e righ t to fix th is already estab­ 
lish ed minimum rate as th e maxim um , 
and it would ne« *d only one or tw o such 
decisions by th e commission to cure 
railroad com panies of th e practice of 
giving im proper m inim um rates. 
Ica li 
your attention to th e fact th at my pro­ 
posal is not to give th e commission 
pow er to initiate or originate rates gen­ 
erally, but to regulate a rate already 
fixed or originated by th e roads upon 
com plaint und afte r investigation. 
A 
h eavy penalty sh ould be exacted from 
any corporation wh ich fails to respect 
an order of th e commission. 
I regard 
th is pow er to establish a m axim um 
xate as being essential to any sch eme 
o f real reform in th e m atter of railw ay 
•regulation. 
It is w orth wh ile considering w h eth er 
It would not. be w ise to confer on th e 
governm ent th e righ t of civil action 
ag ainst th e beneficiary of a rebate for 
a t least twice th e value of th e rebate. 
CTh is would h eli> stop w h at is really 
blackm ail. E levator allowances sh ould 
■be stopped, for th ey h ave now grown 
to such an extent th a t th ey are d« *ruor- 
alizlng and are used as rebates. 


P r i v a t e C a r L in e « . 
All private car lines, industrial roads, 
refrigerator 
ch arges 
and 
th e 
like 
« sh ould be expressly put under th e su­ 
pervision of th e interstate commerce 
commission or some sim ilar body so 
far as rates and agreem ents practical­ 
ly affecting rates are concerned. A 
re­ 
bate In icing ch arges or in mileage or in 


a division of th e rate for refrigerating 
ch arges is ju st as jM'ruIcious as a re­ 
bate in any oth er way. 
Th ere sh ould be publicity of th e ac­ 
counts of common carriers. 
On’v in 
th is way can violations or evasions of 
th e law be surely detected. A system 
of exam ination of railroad accounts 
sh ould be provided sim ilar to th a t now 
conducted into th e national banks by 
th e bank exam iners. A few first class 
railroad accountants, if th ey h ad prop­ 
er direction and proper auth ority to in­ 
spect books and papers, could accom­ 
plish much in preventing willful viola­ 
tions of ih e law. 


E w p l H j e r s ' L i a b i l i t y L a w . 
In my annual m essage to th e Fifty- 
eigh th congress a t Its second session I 
recom m ended th e passage of an em ­ 
ployers’ liability law for th e D istrict of 
Columbia and in our navy yards. I re­ 
newed 
th at recom m endation in my 
m essage to th e Fifty-eigh th congress at 
its second session and furth er suggest­ 
ed th e appointm ent of a commission to 
m ake a com preh ensive study of em ­ 
ployers’ liability w ith a view to th e en­ 
actm ent of a wise and constitutional 
law covering th e subject, applicable to 
all industries w ith in th e scope of th e 
federal power. 1 h ope th a t such a law 
will be prepared and enacted as speed­ 
ily as possible. 
Th ere h as been dem and for depriving 
courts of th e power to issue injunctions 
in labor disputes. Such special lim ita­ 
tion of th e eq uity pow ers of our courts 
would be m ost unwise. It is true th at 
some Judges h ave m isused th is power, 
but th is does not Justify a denial of th e 
pow er any more th an an im proper ex­ 
ercise of th e pow er to call a strike by a 
labor leader would justify th e denial of 
th e righ t to strike. Th e rem edy Is to 
regulate th e procedure by req uiring th e 
judge to give due notice to th e adverse 
parties before granting th e w rit, th e 
h earing to be ex parte if th e adverse 
party does not appear a t th e tim e 
and 
place ordered. W h at is due notice m ust 
depend 
upon th e facts of th e case. It 
sh ould not be used as a pretext to per­ 
m it violation of law or th e jeopardiz­ 
ing of life or property. Of course th is 
would not auth orize th e issuing of a 
restraining order or injunction 
in any 
case in wh ich it is not already auth or­ 
ized by existing law. 
I renew th e recom m endation I m ade 
In my last annual m essage for an In­ 
vestigation by th e departm ent of com­ 
m erce and labor of general labor condi­ 
tions, especial attention to be paid to 
th e conditions of ch ild labor and ch ild 
lal>or legislation iu th e several states. 
Such an investigation sh ould take into 
account 
th e 
various problem s 
with 
wh ich th e q uestion of ch ild labor is 
connected. In such a republic as ours 
th e one th ing th a t we cannot afford to 
neglect Is th e problem of turuiug out 
decent citizens. Th e future of th e na­ 
tion depends upou th e citizensh ip of 
th e generations to coine. Th e ch ildren 
of today are tlmse wh o tomorrow will 
sh ape th e destiny of our land, and we 
cannot ufford to neglect th em. Th e leg 
isbiture of Colorado h as recommended 
th at th e national governm ent provide 
some general m easure for th e protec­ 
tion from abuse of ch ildren and dum b 
anim als th rough out th e United States. 
I lav th e m atter before you for w h at I 
tru st will be your favorable consider­ 
ation. 


A« to W o m e n W h o W o r k . 
Th e departm ent of com merce and la­ 
bor sh ould also m ake a th orough inves­ 
tigation of th e conditions of women iu 
Industry. Over 5,000,000 American wo­ 
men are now engaged in gainful occu­ 
pations, yet th en* is an alm ost com plete 
dearth of data upon wh ich to base any 
trustw orth y conclusions as regards a 
subject as im portant as it is vast and 
com plicated. 
Th e introduction of wo­ 
men into industry is working ch ange 
and disturbance in th e dom estic and 
social life of th e nation. Tim decrease 
In m arriage, and especially in *h e birth 
rate, h as been coincident with it. 
W e 
m ust face accom plish ed facts, and th e 
adjustm ent to factory conditions m ust 
be made, but surely it ear. be m ade 
with less friction and less h arm ful ef­ 
fects on family life th an is now th e 
case. 
Th is wh ole m atter in reality 
form s one of th « * greatest sociological 
ph enom ena of our time. 
It is a social 
q uestion of th e lirst im portance, of far 
g reater im portance th an any merely po 
litieal or economic q uestion can be. 
In any great lal>or disturbance not 
only are em ployer und employee inter­ 
ested, but also a th ird party—-th e gen 
eral public. 
Every considerable labor 
difficulty in wh ich interstate commerce 
Is Involved sh ould be Investigated by 
th e governm ent and th e facts officially 
reported to th e public. 


I n a n r a n e e . 
Th e great insurance com panies afford 
striking 
exam ples 
of 
corporations 
wh ose business h as extended so far 
beyond th e jurisdiction of th e states 
wh ich created th em as to preclude 
strict enforcem ent of supervision and 
regulation by th e parent states. In my 
last annual m essage I recommended 
“th at th e congress carefully consider 
w h eth er th e pow er of th e bureau of 
corporations cannot constitutionally be 
extended to cover interstate transac­ 
tions in insurance.” 
Recent events 
h ave em ph asized th e Im portance of an 
early and exh austive consideration of 
tills q uestion, to see w h eth er It is not 
possible to furnish better safeguards 
th an th e several states h ave been able 
to furnisli against corruption of th e 
flagrant kind wh ich h as been exposed. 
It h as been only too clearly sh own 
th at certain of th e men at th e h ead of 
th ese large corporations take but small 
note of th e eth ical distinction between 
h onesty and dish onesty. 
Th ey draw 
th e line only th is side of w h at may be 
called law h onesty, th e kind of h onesty 
necessary In order to avoid falling into 
th e clutch es of th e law. Of course th e 
only com plete rem edy for th is condi­ 
tion m ust be found in an aroused pub­ 
lic conscience, a h igh er sense of eth ical 
i conduct in th e com m unity at large and 
' especially am ong business men and in 
i th e great profession of th e law, and in 


th e growth of a spirit wh ich condemn» 
all dish onesty, w h eth er in rich man or 
In poor man, wh eth er it takes th e sh ape 
of bribery or of blackm ail. 
But much 
can be done by legislation wh ich is not 
only drastic, but practical. 
Th ere is 
need of a far stricter and more uni­ 
form regulation of th e vast insurance 
interests of th is country. 
Th e United 
States sh ould in th is respect follow th e 
policy of oth er nations by providing 
adeq uate national supervision of com­ 
m ercial interests wh ich are clearly na­ 
tional iu ch aracter. 
I repeat my previous recom m enda­ 
tion th at th e congress sh ould consider 
w h eth er th e federal governm ent h as 
any pow er or owes any duty with re­ 
spect to dom estic transactions in in­ 
surance of an interstate ch aracter. 
T h at state supervision h as proved in­ 
adeq uate is generally conceded. 


T li« R e v e n u e « . 
Th ere is more need of stability th an 
of th e attem pt to attain an ideal per­ 
fection in th e m eth ods of raising rev­ 
enue, and th e sh ook and strain to th e 
business world certain to attend any 
serious ch ange in th ose meth ods ren­ 
der sucb ch ange Inadvisable unless for 
grave reason. 
It is not possible to lay 
down any general rule by wh ich to de­ 
term ine th e moment w h en th e reasons 
for will outweigh th e reasons against 
such a ch ange. 
No ch ange can be 
m ade on lines beneficial to or desired 
by one section or one sta te only. Th ere* 
m ust be som eth ing like a general agree­ 
m ent am ong th e citizens of th e several 
states th at th e ch ange Is needed and 
desired in th e interest of th e people as a 
wh ol« *, and th ere sh ould th en be a sin­ 
cere, intelligent and disinterested ef­ 
fort to m ake it in such sh ape as will 
combine, so far as possible, th e m axi­ 
mum of good to th e people at large 
w ith th e minimum of necessary disre­ 
gard for th e special Interests of locali­ 
ties or classes, but In tim e of peace 
th e revenue m ust, on th e average, 
taking a series of years togeth er, eq ual 
th e expenditures or else th e revenues 
m ust be increased. 
L ast year th ere 
w as a deficit. Unless our expenditures 
can be kept with in th e revenues th en 
our revenue laws m ust be readjusted. 
It is impossible to outline w h at sh ape 
such n readjustm ent sh ould take, for 
It Is as yet too < rly to say w h eth er 
th ere will be need for it. 
It sh ould be 
considered wh eth er it is not desirable 
th a t th e tariff laws sh ould provide for 
applying as against or in favfcr of any 
oth er nation m axim um and minimum 
tariff rates establish ed by th e congress, 
so as to secure a certain reciprocity of 
treatm ent tietween oth er nations and 
ourselves. 


E c o n o m y In E x p e n d i t u r e s . 
I Earnestly recommend to th e con­ 
gress th e need of economy and, to th is 
end, of a rigid scrutiny of appropria­ 
tions. 
All unnecessary offices sh ould 
be abolish ed. 
In th « * public printing 
also a large saving of money can be 
made. 
Th ere is a constantly growing 
tendency to publish m asses of unim ­ 
portant inform ation nt wh ich no h um an 
being ever looks. 
Yet. in speaking of economy, I m ust 
In nowise be understood as advocating 
th e fa Is«* economy wh ich is in th e end 
th e w orst extravagance. To cut down 
in th e navy would be a crim e against 
th e nation. To fail to push forw ard all 
work on th e Panam a canal would be 
as great a folly. 


C u r re n c y . 
Every consideration of prudence de­ 
m ands th e addition of th e elem ent of 
elasticity to our currency system . Th e 
evil does no* consist In an inadeq uate 
volume of money, but in th e rigidity 
of th is volume, wh ich does not respond 
as it sh ould to th e varying needs of 
com m unities and of seasons. 
Inflation 
m ust be avoided, but some provision 
sh ould be m ade th a t will insure a 
larger volume of money during th e fall 
aad w inter month s th an In th e less ac­ 
tive seasons of th e year, so th at th e 
currency will contract against specula­ 
tion and will expand for th e needs of 
legitim ate business. 
A t present th e 
treasury departm ent Is a t irregularly 
recurring Intervals obliged in th e Inter­ 
est of th e business world—th at is, in 
th e interests of th e Am erican public— 
to try to avert financial crises by pro­ 
viding a remedy wh ich sh o u ld be pro­ 
vided by congressional action, 


LuMiueNN M elho « l« In D e p a r t m e n t s . 
At various tim es I h ave Instituted iu- 
v« istigations into th e organization and 
conduct of th e business «>f th e execu­ 
tive departm ents. W h ile none of th ese 
inq uiries 
h ave 
yet 
progressed 
far 
enough to w arrant final conclusions, 
th ey h ave already confirmed and em ­ 
ph asized th e general Impression th a t 
th e organization of th e departm ents is 
often faulty iu principle and w asteful 
in results, wh ile m any of th eir business 
meth ods are antiq uated and Inefficient. 
I recommend th at th e congress consider 
tli is subject. 


Federal Election«. 
In my last annual m essage I said: 
“Th e power of th e governm ent to 
protect th e integrity of th e elections of 
its own officials is inh erent and h as 
been recognized and affirmed by re­ 
peated declarations of th e suprem e 
court. Th ere ts no enem y of free gov­ 
ernm ent more dangerous and none so 
insidious as th e corruption of th e elect­ 
orate. 
No ouo defends or excuses cor­ 
ruption, and it would seem to follow 
th at none would oppose vigorous m eas­ 
ures to eradicate i t I recommend th e 
enactm ent of a law directed against 
j bribery and « 'orruption in fed« *ral elec­ 
tions. Th e details of such a law may 
be safely left to th e wise discretion of 
th e congress, but it sh ould go as far as 
under th e constitution it Is possible to 
go and sh ould include severe penalties 
against h im wh o gives or receives a 
bribe intend« » ! to influence h is act or 
opinion as an elector and provisions for 
th e publication not only of th e expend­ 
itures for nom inations and elections of 
all candidates, but also of all contribu­ 
tions received and expenditures mad© 
by political com m ittees.” 
I desire to repeat th is recommenda­ 
tion 


All contributions by corporations to 
amy political com m ittee or for any po­ 
litical purpose sh ould be forbidden 
by 
law, directors sh ould not be perm itted 
to use stockh olders’ money for such 
purposes, and, moreover, a proh ibition 
of th is kind would be, as far as it 
went, an effective meth od of stopping 
th e evils aim ed a t in corrupt practices 
acts. 
T h e H« sr« « C o n feren ce, 
Th e first conference of nations h eld 
a t Th e H ague in 18 9 9 , being unable to 
dispose of all th e business before it, 
recommended th e 
consideration and 
settlem ent of a num ber of im portant 
q uestions by anoth er conference to be 
called subseq uently and a t an early 
date. Tbese q uestions were th e follow­ 
ing: (1) Th e righ ts and duties of neu­ 
trals; (2) th e lim itation of th e arm ed 
forces on land and sea and of m ilitary 
budgets; (3) th e use of new types and 
calibers of m ilitary and naval guns; (4) 
th e inviolability of private property at 
sea in tim es of w ar; (5) th e bom bard­ 
m ent of ports, cities and villages by na­ 
val forces. In October, 19 04, a t th e in­ 
stance of th e Interparliam entary union, 
I Issued invitations to all th e powers 
signatory to Th e H ague convention to 
send delegates to such a conference 
and suggested th a t it b<> again h eld at 
Th e Hague. 
From all th e powers acceptance w as 
received, coupled in some cases with 
th e condition th a t we sh ould w ait until 
th e end of th e w ar th en w aging be­ 
tw een Russia and Japan. Th e em peror 
of Russia, im m ediately after th e treaty 
of peace wh ich so h appily term inated 
th is war, in a note presented to th e 
president on Sept. 13 took th e initiative 
in recom m ending th at th e conference 
be now called. Th e United States gov­ 
ernm ent in response expressed its cor­ 
dial acq uiescence and stated th at It 
would as a m atter of course take part 
In th e new conference and endeavor to 
furth er its aim s. W e assum e th a t all 
civilized governm ents will support th e 
m ovem ent and th a t th e conference is 
now an assured fact. 'Ph is governm ent 
will do everyth ing In Its power to se­ 
cure th e success of th e conference to 
th e end th at substantial progress may 
be m ade in th e cause of International 
peace, justice and good w ill 


M o n r o e D o c t r i n e . 
Th ere are certain essential points 
wh ich m ust never be forgotten as re­ 
gañ ís th e Monroe doctrine. In th e first 
place, we m ust as a m r m m ake it ev­ 
ident th at we do not Intend to trea t it 
in any sh ape or way as an excuse for 
aggrandizem ent on our part at th e ex­ 
pense of th e republics to th e south . 
B ut we m ust m ake it evident th at we 
do not Intend to perm it th e Monroe doc­ 
trine to be used by any nation on th is 
continent as a sh ield to protect it from 
th e conseq uences of its own misdeeds 
against foreign nations. 
Th e Monroe 
doctrine does not force us to interfere 
to prevent th e punish m ent of a port 
save to see th a t th e punish m ent does 
not assum e th e form of territorial occu­ 
pation in any sh ape. Th e case is more 
difficult w h en it refers to a contractual 
obligation. 
Th is country would cer­ 
tainly decline to go to w ar to prevent a 
foreign governm ent from coltecting a 
ju st debt. 
On th e oth er h and, it is 
very inadvisable to perm it any foreign 
power to take possession, even tem po­ 
rarily, of th e custom h ouses of au 
Am erican republic in order to enforce 
th e paym ent of its obligations, for such 
tem porary occupation m igh t turn into 
a perm anent occupation. 
Th e only es­ 
cape from th ese alternatives may at 
any tim e be th a t we m ust ourselves 
undertake to bring about some arrange­ 
m ent by wh ich so much as possible of 
a ju st obligation sh all be paid. 
To do so Insures th e defaulting re­ 
public from h aving to pay debts of an 
im proper ch aracter under duress, wh ile 
it also insures h onest creditors of th e 
republic from being passed by in th e 
interest of dish onest or grasping cred­ 
itors. 
Moreover, for th e United States 
to take such a position offers th e only 
possible w ay of Insuring us against a 
clash w ith some foreign power. 
Th e 
position is th erefore iu th e interest of 
peace as well as iu th e interest of ju s­ 
tice. 
Santo Dominxo. 
Santo Domingo h as now m ade au ap­ 
peal to us, und not only every principle 
of wisdom, but every generous instinct 
w ith in us, bids us respond to th e ap­ 
peal. Th e conditions iu Santo Domingo 
h ave for a num ber of years grown 
from bad to worse until a year ago all 
society was ou th e verge of dissolution. 
Fortunately ju st at th is tim e a ruler 
sprang up iu Santo Domingo wh o, with 
1ns colleagues, saw th e dangers th reat­ 
ening th eir country and appealed to th e 
friendsh ip of th e only neigh bor wh o 
possessed th e power and th e will to 
h elp th em. 
Th ere was im m inent dan 
ger of foreign intervention. 
Th e pa 
tience of foreign creditors h ad become 
exh austel, and at least tw o foreign na- 
* tious were on th e point of intervention 
and w ere only prevented by th e unoffi­ 
cial assurance of th is governm ent th at 
it would itself strive to h elp Santo 
Domingo in h er h our of need. 
Accordingly, th e executive depart­ 
m ent of our governm ent negotiated a 
treaty under wh ich we are trying to 
h elp th e Dominican people to straigh t­ 
en out th eir finances. 
Th is treaty Is 
pending before th e senate. 
In th e 
m eantim e a tem porary arrangem ent 
h as been m ade untier wh ich th e Domin­ 
ican governm ent h as appointed Amer­ 
icans to all th e im portant positions In 
th e custom s service, and th ey are see­ 
ing to th e h onest collection of th e rev­ 
enues, turning over 45 per cent to th e 
governm ent for running expenses 
and 
putting th e oth er 55 per cent into a 
safe depositary for eq uitable division 
in case th e treaty sh all be ratified 
am ong th e various creditors, w h eth er 
European or American. 
Under th e course taken stability and 
order and all th e benefits of peace are 
at last coming to Santo Domingo, dan­ 
ger of foreign intervention h as been 
suspend« *« !, and th ere is at last a pros 
peet th at all creditors will got justice, 
no more and 
no less. 
If th e arrange­ 


m ent Ls termlnate« l by th e failure of 
th e treaty ch aos will follow, and sooner 
or later th is governm ent may 
be In­ 
volved In serious difficulties w ith for­ 
eign governm ents over th e island 
or 
else may be forced Itself to intervene 
In th e island in some unpleasant fash ­ 
ion. 
A rm y a n d Jta v jr. 
I do not believe th at any arm y In th o 
w orld h as a better average of enlisted 
m an or a better type of Junior officer, 
but th e arm y sh ould be trained to act 
effectively in a m ass. Provision sh ould 
be m ade by sufficient appropriations 
for m aneuvers of a practical kind. 
Provision sh ould be m ade for th e pro­ 
motion 
of 
exceptionally 
m eritorious 
men over th e beads of th eir comrad« *s 
and for th e retirem ent of all men wh o 
h ave reach ed a given age w ith out get­ 
ting beyond a given rank. 
Th ere sh ould be an increase in th e 
coast artillery force so th at our coast 
fortifications can be in some degree 
adeq uately m anned. 
Th ere is special 
need for an increase and reorganization 
of th e medical departm ent of th e arm y. 
In both th e arm y and navy th ere m ust 
be th e sam e th orough training for duty 
In th e staff corps as in th e figh ting line. 
Th e Im portance of th is w as sh own con­ 
clusively in th e Spanlsh -Am erican and 
th e Russo-Japanese wars. 
Th e work 
of th e medical departm ents In th e Ja p­ 
anese arm y and navy is especially 
w orth y of study. 
Our navy m ust, relatively to th e na­ 
vies of oth er nations, alw ays be of 
g reater size th an our arm y. We h ave 
m ost wisely continued for a num ber of 
years to build up our navy, and it 
h as now reach ed a fairly h igh standard 
of efficiency. Th is standard m ust not 
only be waintain« *d, but increased. It 
does not seem to me necessary, h ow ­ 
ever, th a t th e navy sh ould, at least In 
th e im m ediate future, be increased be­ 
yond th e present num ber of units. 
W h at Is now' clearly necessary ls to 
substitute efficient for Inefficient units 
as th e latter become worn out or as it 
becomes apparent th a t th ey are u se­ 
less. 
Probably th e result would be 
attained by adding a single battlesh ip 
to our navy each year, th e superse« ied 
or outw orn vessels being laid 
up or 
broken up os th ey are th us replaced. 


X a t n r a l l x n t i o n . 
On th is subject I recommend; 
F irst.—A federal bureau of naturali­ 
zation, to be <*stablish ed in th e depart­ 
m ent of com merce anti labor, to su­ 
pervise th e adm inistration of th e natu ­ 
ralization laws and to receive returns 
of naturalizations pending and accom ­ 
plish ed. 
Second.—U uiform ity of naturalization 
certificates, fees to be ch arged, and 
procedure. 
Th ird.—More exacting q ualifications 
for citizensh ip. 
Fourth .—Th e prelim inary declaration 
of intention to be abolish ed and no 
alien to be naturalized until a t least 
ninety days nfter th e filing of h is peti­ 
tion. 
Fifth . — Jurisdiction 
to 
naturalize 
aliens to be confined to United States 
district courts and to such state courts 
as h ave jurisdiction in civil actions in 
wh ich th e am ount in controversy is un­ 
lim ited; iu cities of over 100.000 inh ab­ 
itants th e United States district courts 
to h ave exclusive jurisdiction in th e 
naturalization of th e alien residents of 
such cities. 
C r im in a l L a w « , 
In my last m essage I asked th e a t­ 
tention of th e congress to th e urgent 
need of action to m ake our crim inal 
law m ore effective, and I m ost ear­ 
nestly req uest th a t you pay h eed to 
th e report of th o attorney general on 
th is su b ject 
Th ere seems to be no sta tu te of th e 
United States wh ich provides for th e 
punish m ent of a U nited States atto r­ 
ney or oth er officer of th e governm ent 
wh o corruptly agrees to w rongfully do 
or w rongfully refrain from doing any 
a c t wh en th e consideration for such 
corrupt agreem ent is oth er th an one 
possessing money value. Th is ough t to 
bo remedied by appropriate legislation. 
Legislation sh ould also be enacted to 
cover explicitly, uneq uivocally and be­ 
yond q uestion breach of tru st in th e 
sh ape of prem aturely divulging official 
secrets by au officer or em ployee of th e 
United States and to provide a suitable 
penalty tlieivfor. 


M erch a n t M a rine. 
To th e spread of our trade iu peace 
and th e defense of our flag in w ar a 
great and prosperous m erch ant m arine 
is indispensable. We sh ould h ave sh ips 
of our own and seam en of our own to 
convey our goods to neutral m arkets 
and in ease of need to re-enforce our 
b attle line. 
It cannot but be a source 
of regret an« l uneasiness to us th at th e 
lines of com m unication with our sister 
republics of South America sh ould be 
ch iefly under foreign control. 
It is not 
a good th ing th a t Am erican m erch ants 
and m anufacturers sh ould h ave to send 
th eir goods and letters to South Am er­ 
ica via Europe if th ey wish security 
and dispatch . 
Even on th e Pacific, 
w h ere our sh ips h ave h eld th eir own 
better th an on th e A tlantic, our m er­ 
ch ant flag is now th reatened th rough 
th e literal aid bestow ed by oth er gov­ 
ernm ents on th eir own steam lines. 
I 
ask your earnest consideration of th e 
report with wh ich th e m erch ant mu­ 
rine commission h as followed its long 
and careful inq uiry. 
It is a m atter of unm ixed satisfac­ 
tion once more to call attention to th e 
excellent work of th e pension bureau, 
for th e veterans of th e civil w ar h ave 
a greater claim upon us th an any oth er 
class of our citizens. 
To th em first of 
all am ong our people h onor is due. 


I m m ig r a tio n . 
As I said in my last m essage to th e 
congress, we cannot h ave too much 
Immigration of th e righ t sort, and wo 
sh ould h ave none 
w h atever of th e 
w rong sort. 
Th e q uestions arising in connection 
with Ch inese im m igration stand by 
th em selves. 
'Hie conditions in Ch ina 
are such th at th e entire Ch inese cooly 


class— th at is, th e class of Ch inese la­ 
borers, skilled and unskilled — legiti­ 
m ately come under th e h ead of unde­ 
sirable im m igrants to th is country. 
B ut In th e effort to carry out th e pol­ 
icy of excluding Ch inese laborers, Ch i­ 
nese coolies, grave injustice and w rong 
h ave been done by th is nation to th e 
people of Ch ina and th erefore ultim ate­ 
ly to th is nation itself. 
Ch inese stu ­ 
dents, business and professional men 
of ail kinds, not only m erch ants, but 
bankers, doctors, m anufacturers, pro­ 
fessors, travelers and th e like, sh ould 
be encouraged to come h ere and trea t­ 
ed on precisely th e sam e footing th at 
we trea t students, business men, trav ­ 
elers and th e like of oth er nations. 
As a people we h ave talked much of 
th e open door iu Ch ina, and we expect, 
and q ui • righ tly intend to insist upon, 
Justice being sh own us by th e Ch ine e. 
B ut w e cannot expect to receive eq uity 
unless we « In eq uity. 
Tin- Civil Service. 
H eads of executive departm ents and 
mem bers of th e commission h ave call­ 
ed my attention to th e fnet th at th e 
rule req uiring a tiling of ch arges and 
th ree days’ notice before an employee 
could b« * separated from th e service for 
inefficiency h as served no good pur­ 
pose w h atever. Experience h as sh own 
th at th e rule is wh olly ineffective to 
save any man if a superior for im­ 
proper reasons wish es to remove h im 
and is misch ievous because it some­ 
tim es serves to k« >op In th e service in­ 
com petent men not guilty of specific 
wrongdoing.
